Interstate Commission has oil the power
needed to properly /supervise railway
traffic; and ^ that ho/$?porrectly willing
that it shall contlhuo to exercise that
power. J lo Is willins that tho commls-
tlon should have supervision of granting
of rebate*, to: uiinal' charges and pri¬
vate car lines. Ho says It has the
power of supervision In all three cases

at prffent.
Mr. Cassa^t, president of the..Pennsyl¬

vania, lias said he is willing.to hayo
Congress enact railway rate lejjlslatlon,

, and It is believed he favors extending
the powers of the Interstate Commerce

/ Commission so as to give it authority
., to fix rates. Ho Is understood to differ

radically front Mr.. Spencer.
'

No Adverse Votes Expected.
A leading senator told/me to-night that

whilo ho expected there would be;': eon-,'
;pIdernbio aebatc- lathe Senate' when thte'
rate regulation matter came up In that
body, he very much: doubted whether,
there would bo, a- single vote againstvtuo
bill when tpo roll was called. Ho said
further thai he bad been informed that;
th'ero would hardly be a dissenting vote

.when tho time to vote came in the House.
Answering a Question as to whether

there would be any. objection to a uniform
classification of freight throughout the
country, Mr. Spencer said there mlgftt
be, although It would, without- doubt,
throw the rates of certain railroads out
of line. If it was done violently and sud¬
denly, it. would result in a commercial
upheaval. ,

Answering Representative Richardson,

of Alabama, Mr. Spencer said:
'Speaking unofficially for, 1 might say,

seventy-five per cent, of the railroads of
tho country, I assert that you cannot
make a law forbidding rebates too dras¬
tic to suit us."
"No well innnaged road now gives re¬

bates," ho continued, "and any method
to nbso'lutely prohibit the-,practice- would
be welcomed by the railroads.

Help Is Not Expected.
Reverting again to the result of re¬

classification 'Of freight, which Is con¬

stantly going on. Mr. Spencer said tho
result was uniformly a reduction and not
un increase in rates. Carriers, he said,
did not expect-un-arm of'the government
to help thorn raise or maintain rates, but
they ought to bo left free to eo-operute
with each other- In the way of malting
"reasonable agreements" among thorn-
selves. ,

"If. legislation Is to (also placo In any
form," ho continued, "and we hope it
¦will not be in this form, It should Include
something that will Insure stability of
rates, arid that thoso rates should, bo
high enough to remunerate tho carrier
for service performed. The man does not
live," asserted Mr. Spencer, "who can

draft a law that will grunt authority to
any body of men.'Umt can bo exercised
effectively to abolish discrimination be¬
tween localities. It Is impossible to do
away with complaint of discrimination on

tho part of tho localities."
Confers Anomalous Power.

Tho bill, ha s'nld, would ho eonforrlut
- anomalous^powers upon one body. The

commission was created to -Institute
proceedings against carriers. Hero
it was proposed to Invest the body with
a judicial functlou-tho power to condemn
a rate as unreasonable. Then t|io next

Ktop contemplated was to B|vo them au¬

Some of the Reasons.
First, "That thero still existed an-ob^.

ligation upon tho Athletlo Association to
g'ivo Norfolk a holiday game and/a Caro-,'
Una game, provided that game bo played,
This obligation has rested upon'.us since
tho building of tho 'kafayetto Park. They
believed that they had,, in a measure,'
already, fulfilled such obligations to Rich¬
mond."
Second. .."That for three years we hav«

declined to consider Norfolk's Importuni¬
ties for this game, with the promise that '..
they would have future considerations,"'
Third."Tho Alumu! Associations of

Norfolk and ndjacent, cities and town*:
earnestly petitioned that wo' give thorn
tho game.
Fourth."That the. following business

organizations of Norfolk petitioned for
tho game: Tho Chamber of Commerce,
tho Real Estate and Dealers Stock 15s-
ehaugc, the Retail Morohants' Assqcla-,
Hon, tho Rourd of Trade and Business
Men's Association,
"These embrace a largo majority, of the

business man of Norfolk, and some of,
thoso petitions pledged us their heary
co-opcratlons.
Fifth."That In accepting tho Norfolk

proposition we only Involved the Athletic,
Association for a slngio year, and our
successors would lie free to act for them¬
selves, .slneo Norfolk graciously relieved
us of all past or present obligations in
consideration of this game.

Saw the Inconsistency.
Sixth."That while It was thp earnest

hope of this committee that a,park ml;$bi
bo built In Richmond by our, friends, we

could not but see the Inconsistency yf
hiding one group of alumni for promising
to do a thing and refusing to old another
who had npcpmpllshed the same thing.
Seventh -."That for the past thre*

year--, but im« Norfolk gunio, working
Under a disadvantage, has turned Into
our treasury, as many dollars us has
Rlehinoud, and gives good assurance that
they will exceed Riohmond: that our
alumni there have always been active In
regard to athletic interests, and have
encouraged and constantly Inoroased the
attendance upon the University front that
section. Wh.Uo this, committee does not
overtook the general welfare of the Unt»
versity, Its particular duties are those
connoeted with tho wolfure of the v

Athletic. Association.' and a.dde from
financial considerations they felt that ?hi>
sentimental factor* opmuting in favor
of Riohmond were fully offset by our
obligations to Norfolk.
